Howev er, the epidemic is sim­ 
ilar to one in 1967-68 inv olv ing 
the Asian flu , center officials 
said. 
The Hong Kong strain, so 
called becau se it was first iso­ 
lated in Hong Kong, has been 
reported in 47 of the 5 0 states. 
Those states not reporting inci­ 
dents are Lou isiana, Mississippi 
and Hawaii. 
In the past two day s ov er 
8 ,000 new influ enza-iike cases 
were reported in Alabama, the 
state Health Department said. 
Howev er, W.H.Y. Smith, head of 
Alabama’s Bu reau of Prev enta­ 


ble Disease, said that only 18 
cases had been positiv ely identi­ 
fied as the Hong Kong v ariety . 
“ It looks like we’re in the 
throes of an epidemic of Hong 
Kong flu ,” he commented. 
Persons with chronic diseases 
and the elderly are highly su s­ 
ceptible. 
Su rgery is being delay ed in 
many instances becau se of a 
blood shortage.

Flu Deaths Doubled 
Over 'Normal' Year 


ATLANTA (AP) — Influenza- 
pneumonia has claimed 3,594 
lives in 122 cities since Dec. 7, 
almost double the normal ex­ 
pected mortality rate, health of­ 
ficials say. But they say a peak 
in the epidemic is expected in a 
week or two. 
The National Communicable 
Disease Center in Atlanta re­ 
ported that the number of 
deaths recorded in the control 
cities is 1,608 more than would 
have occurred if tile country 
bad not been hit by a Hong 
Kong flu epidemic. 
Comparisons actually are not 
conclusive, the center cautions, 
because 
the 
barometer 
is 


gauged on the 122 cities, not na­ 
tionwide. 
However, the epidemic is sim­ 
ilar to one in 1967-68 involving 
the Asian flti, center officials 
said. 
The Hong Kong strain, so 
called because it was first iso­ 
lated in Hong Kong, has been 
reported in 47 of the 50 states. 
Those states not reporting inci­ 
dents are Louisiana, Mississippi 
and Hawaii. 
In the past two days over 
8,000 new influenza-like cases 
were reported in Alabama, the 
state Health Department said. 
However, W.H.Y. Smith, head of 
Alabama’s Bureau of Preventa­ 


ble Disease, said that only 18 
cases had been positively identi­ 
fied as the Hong Kong variety. 
“ It looks like we're in th 
throes of an epidemic of Hong 
Kong flu,’’ he commented. 
Persons with chronic diseases 
and the elderly are highly sus­ 
ceptible. 
Surgery is being delayed in 
many instances because of a 
blood shortage. Epidemics have 
cut down the number of blood 
donations, officials said. 
U.S. Surgeon Gen. Dr. William 
H. Stewart says doctors’ use of 
vaccine on low-priority patients 
as well as persons needing it but 
not asking for the dosage is 
frustrating the epidemic.

Allies Sweep 
Vietnam Red 
Prison Area 


SAIGON (AP) — Allied forces 
have intensified sweeps in the U 
Minh Forest in hopes of finding 
more U.S. 
and South Viet­ 
namese prisoners held deep in 
the Viet Cong sanctuary that 
compares to Florida’s Ever­ 
glades. 
So far one American and six 
Vietnamese have been rescued. 
South Vietnamese headquar­ 
ters said today five government 
soldiers were found Friday in a 
small Viet Cong prison camp of 
bamboo and thatched huts. Last 
week U.S. Special Forces Maj. 
James Rowe and a South Viet­ 
namese officer took advantage 
of an allied military sweep in 
the forest to break free after 
five years of captivity. 
Spokesmen said the South 
Vietnamese 21st Division, sup­ 
ported by U.S. helicopters and 
naval patrol craft, has been 
making “intensified probes” in 
the U Minh Forest for more 
than a month. 
The forest lies along Viet­ 
nam’s southwest coast in the 
Mekong Delta on the Gulf of 
Siam. It covers an area about 
the size of Florida’s Everglades 
and has been an enemy sanc­ 
tuary since the days of the war 
against the French. 
In addition to the seven pris­ 
oners, operations in the forest 
have turned up dozens of Viet 
Cong supply depots containing 
thousands of rounds of small 
arms ammunition and mortar 
shells. 
A South Vietnamese battalion 
sweeping the northern fringes of 
the forest turned up another 
arms cache today the third sig­ 
nificant find in three days. It 
contained 39 machine-guns, ba­ 
zookas and mortars and 48 ri­ 
fles, enough heavy weapons for 
a main force battalion. 
The South Vietnamese also re­ 
ported a successful ambush ear­ 
ly today in the upper delta, 
about 30 miles south of Saigon. 
Government soldiers surprised 
an enemy band moving by sam­ 
pans, killed 25 and captured 59 
carbines and submachineguns 
left behind by "the fleeing survi­ 
vors.

Kennedy’s defeat of Louisia­ 


na’s Russell B. Long by 31 to 26 
vote and Scott's defeat of Ne­ 
braska’s Roman Hruska by a 23 
to 20 margin drew mixed reac­ 
tion on whether it would lead to 
greater muscle for liberals. 
The immediate impact was 
expected to be more psychologi­ 
cal than practical, however, 
since the whip in either party 
has seldom exerted strong influ­ 
ence. 
It bas, however, been a useful 
stepping atone and Kennedy’s 
victory was seen as a first step 
toward a posible 1972 bid for 
the White Houe. 
Kennedy’s

wras accomplished without the 
support of Minnesota’s Eugene 
J. McCarthy, who invited Ken­ 
nedy to his office just before the 
Democratic caucus to inform 
him of his stand. 
Neither man would comment 
afterward. But McCarthy’s posi­ 
tion apparently was the result of 
a long-simmering feud with the 
family that opposed his support 
of Adlai Stevenson’s presiden­ 
tial 
aspirations in I960 and 
through the late Robert F. Ken­ 
nedy-battled bis own bid in the 
1969 primaries. 
On the Republican side of the 
Senate aisle, Everett M. Dirk- 


sen of Illinois was re-elected un­ 
opposed as minority leader. He 
said Scott’s upset of Hruska in 
the tussle for the spot vacated 
by the primary defeat of Cali­ 
fornia's Thomas Kucbel, would 
bring no great changes in Re­ 
publican policy. 
In the only other important 
vote, 
Michigan’s 
Robert 
P. 
Griffin lost an lith hour bid to 
beat out Colorado’s Gordon Al­ 
ton for the Republican Policy 
Committee chairmanship. 
Fifteen new members—IO Re­ 
publicans and 5 Democrats— 
were sworn in to the Senate, 
making the balance of power 57 
to 43 in favor of the Democrats. 


That body also made official 
the election of Georgia Demo­ 
crat Richard B. Russell as presi­ 
dent pro tem who presides in the 
absence of the vice president of 
the United States. 
The job fell to Russell auto­ 
matically as senior member of 
the majority party. 
Forty new members were 
sworn into the House where 
John W. McCormack was for­ 
mally annointed speaker, a job 
he has beld since 1961. Mc­ 
Cormack was picked by Demo­ 
crats and Gerald Ford of Michi­

Farm Pond

ches in diameter, at various 
locations. Select spots where 
water ranges in depth from five 
to eight feet Set your lines to 
fish six inches aCf the bottom. 
Elaborate

without a bobber and baited 
with live bait such as grabs 
or redworms will catch fish. 
Fish each hole for a few 
minutes unto you find the ones 
which produce the beet results. 
After a few attempts at ice 
fishing, you will learn to adopt 
your own particular techniques 
thah will enable ^you to catch 
fish more efficiency. 
Since it is advantageous to 
harvest as many bluegills as 
possible from your pood, ice 
fishing is an enjoyable method 
of doing so. Large-mouth bass 
may also be taken through the 
ice. Have a good time, but don’t 
get wet.

THE REVELATION of John 
Is an unveiling or uncovering 
of God’s promisee and help to 
Hie people. It was meant to re­ 
veal God's promise to the suf­ 
fering and to assure them that 
deliverance would be made in 
God’s good time and in accord­ 
ance with His will.

Flu Epidemic 
I 
May Level 


Off Soon 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP)—Deaths 
caused by influenza and pneu­ 
monia continued to rise for the 
fourth consecutive week of a 
nationwide epidemic of Hong 
Kong flu, the National Commun­ 
icable Disease Center reported 
today. 
However, there are indica­ 
tions that the epidemic will lev­ 
el off within the next week or 
two, a spokesman said. 
For the week ending Dec. 28, 
the number of deaths reported 
from 122 cities stands at 1,168. 
This compared with an expected 
death toll of 516, the NCDC re­ 
ported. 
During the past week, there 
were indications that the epi­ 
demic of Hong Kong flu is eas­ 
ing in major cities of the East. 
A spokesman for the NCDA 
said excess infiuenza-pneumo- 
nia deaths have been reported 
in every geographic region ex­ 
cept for the east south central 
portion and the west south cen­ 
tral area. 
Hong Kong flu has been re- 
j ported in 23 states, with region- 
| a1 outbreaks in IO states and iso- 
j lated outbreaks in 14 states. 
The list of documented Hong 
Kong flu cases now includes Ha- 
; waii, Louisiana and Mississippi, 
the NCDC reported.

Two stu dies recently made of the 
fatality and inju ry rate of small cars 
versu s larger versions have drawn the 
attention of a nu mber of interested 
grou ps, inclu ding the Senate Commerce 
Committee, which plans hearings on 
the su bject. 
One of the stu dies was principally 
financed by Volkswagen of America, 
Inc., a su bsidiary of the German 
manu factu rer of one of the more 
popu lar 
small 
cars. 
The 
Cornell 
Aeronau tical laboratory, which con­ 
du cted this stu dy, fou nd that higher 
fatality rates for small cars were du e 
largely to a greater tendency of small 
cars to tu rn over in accidents. 
Another stu dy, by the New York State 
Department of Motor Vehicles, was 
more specific. Du ring 19 67, it fou nd 


Volkswagens had been involved in 
5.4 
percent of fatal accidents, while that 
vehicle constitu ted less than 3 percent 
of all operating in the state. 
The stu dy also fou nd a high per­ 
centage of fatalities involving more 
than one vehicle, which inclu ded a 
Volkswagen, were occu pants of the 
German-bu ilt car. 
A review will be made by the Senate 
committee of the National Traffic and 
Motor Vehicle Safety Act of 19 66, and 
amendments 
to the act will be con­ 
sidered. Armed with the ammu nition 
provided by these two stu dies, critics 
of small car safety can be expected 
to be heard at some length on the need 
for special attention to small vehicles 
in modern traffic.

NEW YORK (AP) — David 
Packard, named to be depu ty 
secretary of defense in the Nix­ 
on administration, is as finely 
edu cated, broadly experienced 
and as thorou ghly accomplished 
a man as likely cou ld be fou nd 
for the spot. 
This, 
however, 
might 
not 
mean to the S’enate, which mu st 
pass on his selection, that Pack­ 
ard is the man for the job. 
As 
some may view his appoint­ 
ment, these very accomplish­ 
ments cou ld create conflicts. 
This is the backgrou nd: 
David Packard was a 27- 
year-old former engineer for 
General Electric back in 1939 
when he and Wliliam Hewlett 
decided to go into bu siness for 
themselves. They began in a ga­ 
rage with a few hu ndred dol­ 
lars. 
The two men had been class­ 
mates a few years earlier at 
Stanford, where Packard was 
Phi Beta Kappa and a member 
of the football and basketball 
teams. Hewlett went on to Mas­ 
sachu setts Institu te of Technolo­ 
gy. Packard went on to Colora­ 
do Coliege and then took a grad­ 
u ate degree in electrical engi­ 
neering at Stanford. 
Asked in an interview why he 
wanted to go into bu siness for 
himself, Packard gave a reason 
that contemporary you ng people 
will recognize. He did not feel, 
he said, that he cou ld express 
himself in a large corporation 
as well as in his own bu siness. 
He proved his point. From 
1939 to 1947 he and Hewlett op­ 
erated a su ccessfu l partnership 
in the manu factu re of electronic 
measu ring devices. Then they 
incorporated and began an ex­ 
traordinary expansion. 
By 1956 their annu al sales 
were $20 million and net income 
close to $1.8 million. Sales have 
risen in every year since then, 
reaching $200 million by 1966 
and $266 million last year, when 
$20.6 million was earned. 
Hewlett-Packard now employs 
abou t 13.000 workers in the Unit­ 
ed States, Japan, Switzerland,

Association, 
an 
international 
grou p 
that 
seeks 
improved 
trade relations. 
He became a tru stee of his 
alma mater as well as of Colo­ 
rado College and an execu tive 
of the Stanford Research Insti­ 
tu te, where raw research is 
tu rned into u sefu l produ cts and 
services. 
His time and managerial abil­ 
ities were spread even more 
throu gh association with the Na­ 
tional Merit Scholarship Pro­ 
gram and as a member of the 
Board of Edu cation in Palo 
Alto, Calif., site of the compa­ 
ny’s headqu arters. 
His interest in edu cation re­ 
su lts partly from his role as a 
father of fou r, one of whom is a

Small Cars To Be Probed 


Two studies recently made of the 
fatality and injury rate of small cars 
versus larger versions have drawn the 
attention of a number of interested 
groups, including the Senate Commerce 
Committee, which plans hearings on 
the subject. 
One of the studies was principally 
financed by Volkswagen of America, 
Inc., a subsidiary of the German 
manufacturer of one of tile more 
popular 
small cars. 
The 
Cornell 
Aeronautical laboratory, which con­ 
ducted this study, found that higher 
fatality rates for small cars were due 
largely to a greater tendency of small 
cars to turn over in accidents. 
Another study, by the New York State 
Department of Motor Vehicles, was 
more specific. During 1967, it found 


Volkswagens had been involved in 5.4 
percent of fatal accidents, while that 
vehicle constituted less than 3 percent 
of all operating in the state. 
The study also found a high per­ 
centage of fatalities involving more 
than one vehicle, which included a 
Volkswagen, were occupants of the 
German-built car. 
A review will be made by the Senate 
committee of the National Traffic and 
Motor Vehicle Safety Act of 1966, and 
amendments to the act will be con­ 
sidered. Armed with the ammunition 
provided by these two studies, critics 
of small car safety can be expected 
to be heard at some length on the need 
for special attention to small vehicles 
in modern traffic.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Al­ 
though most state departments 
have definite ideas on the sub­ 
ject, it will be up to the 106th 
General Assembly, which con­ 
venes Monday, to determine 
$759 million bond issue will be
